White, a Chillicothe native, 
graduated from Ohio State 
Unversity in 1964, with a 
bachelor’s degree in political 
scignce. : . 

At the persistent urging of a 
fridnd, White applied and was 
acdéepted at Howard University 
LaW School. He graduated in 
1987, a year behind Columbus 
City Councilman Ben Espy. 

After graduation he served 
as.assistant director of the 
Neighborhood Legal Service in 
Washington, D.C. : 

Wanting to get closer to 
home, he accepted a position 
in August 1975 as a staff attor- 
ney for the Legal Aid Society of 
Columbus. 

From June 1976 to Feb. 1978 
he worked as a public 
defender, resigning to become 
chief counsel of the Ohio Pub- 
lic Defender Commission. 

He rejoined the Legal Aid 
Sogiety in 1978 as executive 
director. 

White described the direc- 
tor’s job as “mostly administra- 
ee “| really wanted to get 
bagk to the courtroom,” he 
added.

One of the most widely pub- 
licizéd cases he has handled is 
the't981 murder trial of Linda 
Lee Walden, who was charged 
with the slaying of William 
Whittield in what was billed as 
a racially motivated slaying. 

Walden is now serving a 15 
year, to life sentence in the 
Marysville Reformatory for 
Women.

White is prepared for the 
extensive media coverage that 
the Dr. Edward Jackson case is 
expected to get.

White has his own way of 
dealing with the extensive 
press coverage that some of 
his cases have been receiving.
